But 1 cannot enlalge on this; T hall 
fpeak to fome Confequences that may be 
apprehended from this Tumult, and of the 
Means of inverting the Defign of the Au» 
thors, fo to bring Good out of all this Evil. 


_ The firft Mifchief apprehended from. it 
is, That the Report of it handed fwiftly 
into the Countries, and fpread by the

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And now 1 am talking of the delude 
People, ic reminds me, that it cannot be 
improper to turn. our felves to thefe 
innocent Criminals, the Rabble, and let 
them fee what they are doing, for nothing 
is fo certain, as that they know not what 
they are about~— And | dare fay, did the 
fame very Rabble, that have been drawn 
into this Folly, kaow clearly the Crime, 
for which Dr. Sacbeverel ftands impeach'd, 
and the-Defign He and his Party are car- 
rying on again& the QUBEN, and the 


eftablifh’d Government, the Revolutton- 
Principle and the Proteftant Succefiion, 
they would more chearfully huzza him to 
the Gallows, than they do now to his 
Trial.

Provifion in the Cafe.

are making all convenient Difpatch in the 


Affairs of the Office, and that Licenfes may 
be had for all Manner of ufeful Crimes, as 
faft.as poflible, we give Notice, That for
